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Calls to 
abandon 
shake-up 
of health 
services

NHS chiefs have been urged to 
scrap a controversial shake-up 
of health services affecting 
Hammersmith and Fulham. 

Michael Mansfield QC, chair of 
the independent commission set up 
to investigate the NHS action plan in 
north west London, said the meas¬ 
ures were “deeply flawed” and 
should act as a “warning call to the 
top of government”. 

The commission, which was set up 
by an alliance of council leaders last 
year, published its long-awaited re¬ 
port last week. It found a “catalogue 
of failings, missed opportunities and 
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profligacy” in the Shaping a Health¬ 
ier Future programme introduced by 
local health commissioners. 

The report follows controversy 
over the closure of the accident and 
emergency department at Hammer¬ 
smith Hospital and “downgrading” 
of services at Charing Cross Hospi¬ 
tal. 

Health bosses rejected the report’s 
criticism, stressing that the pro¬ 
gramme was already helping to en¬ 
sure patients receive the “best 
possible care”. 

The commission also faced ques¬ 
tions about its independence after 
Conservative critics warned that 
Labour-led councils had influenced 
the findings. Mr Mansfield said the 
report’s findings were “stark” and 
suggested Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham

CAPITAL PIONEERS SCHEME TO PROTECT CYCLISTS FROM HGV ACCIDENTS 


London’s no place for unsafe lorries 


BIG lorries without safety equipment 
to protect cyclists and pedestrians are 
banned throughout Greater London 
from the start of this month under 
Britain’s first Safer Lorry Scheme. 

From now on, vehicles of more than 
3.5 tonnes entering London must be fit¬ 
ted with sideguards to protect cyclists 
from being dragged under the wheels 
in the event of a collision, along with 
special mirrors to give the driver a bet¬ 
ter view of cyclists and pedestrians. 

The Mayor, Boris Johnson, hailed 
the success of the scheme - which has 
already seen the vast majority of HGVs 
in London fitting the equipment as op¬ 
erators move to comply - and an¬ 
nounced it would now go further. 

The mayor said: “We are ahead of 
any other part of the UK in closing the 
legal loopholes that allowed many 
HGVs to operate without basic safety 
equipment, and I am delighted that 
over the 18 months since we an¬ 
nounced the Safer Lorry Scheme the 
vast majority of operators have got the 
message and fitted safety equipment to

their vehicles in anticipation of the ban. 

“We have, from December 1, begun 
vigorous enforcement action against 
the laggards. A very disproportionate 
share of cyclist deaths and serious in¬ 
juries are caused by lorries, and this 
scheme will undoubtedly save lives. 

“But this big step forward is only 
one element of my work to protect cy¬ 
clists and pedestrians from lorries. I an¬ 
nounce here that I propose to require 


further safety modifications to all 
HGVs in London, including the retro¬ 
fitting of bigger side windows to fur¬ 
ther reduce the driver blind spots that 
contribute to so many tragic accidents.” 

Bigger side windows, in the lower 
panel of the cab door, give the driver 
direct vision of any cyclist who may be 
alongside them, and can be fitted to 
most lorries for around £1,000. 

In January the mayor will consult on 
the principle of the scheme and the best 
way to enforce the new windows - 
whether through the Safer Lorry 
Scheme, the Low Emission Zone reg¬ 
ulations or changes to the congestion 
charge. This consultation will be com¬ 
plete and a decision taken before the 
mayoral election. In parallel, work will 
be done with cycling groups, vehicle 
manufacturers and the freight industry 
to develop a technical ‘direct vision 
standard’ so the windows are legally 
enforceable. It is hoped to have this 
work completed by March or April. 

In the meantime, as soon as the work 
can be physically completed, it will be 


ensured that such windows are fitted to 
all vehicles undertaking work for TfL, 
Crossrail, or any other member of the 
Greater London Authority family. 

Extensive trials are also now being 
undertaken at the Transport Research 
Laboratory of a variety of electronic 
sensors for lorries, aiming to alert driv¬ 
ers to cyclists’ presence. If it is shown 
that any of these devices offers signifi¬ 
cant and consistent benefits, it may also 
be required for them to be fitted to lor¬ 
ries in London. 

Many of the most dangerous vehi¬ 
cles are construction-related. For future 
major constmction projects, GLA plan¬ 
ning powers will be used to strictly pre¬ 
scribe the routes which HGVs serving 
them can follow - requiring, for in¬ 
stance, that they avoid a road heavily 
used by cyclists or take a route that 
minimises the number of left turns, the 
most dangerous manoeuvre. Discus¬ 
sions with the London boroughs and 
the construction industry have already 
started to ensure that this happens as 
fast as possible. 


The Safer Lorry Scheme introduced 
this month, developed with London 
Councils, covers every road in Greater 
London, except motorways, and will 
operate 24 hours a day, seven days a 
week. 

It will be enforced by the police, the 
Driver and Vehicle Standards Agency 
and the joint Transport for London and 
Department for Transport-funded In¬ 
dustrial HGV Taskforce. 

The maximum fine for each breach 
of the ban will be £1,000. Repeat of¬ 
fenders may also be referred to the rel¬ 
evant Traffic Commissioner, who is 
responsible for the licensing and regu¬ 
lation of HGV operators. 

HGVs are disproportionately repre¬ 
sented in cyclist fatalities in the capital. 
Of the eight deaths reported in London 
so far this year, seven have involved 
HGVs. 

The Safer Lorry Scheme is part of 
the Mayor’s £913 million Vision for 
Cycling, which includes new segre¬ 
gated superhighways, safer junctions, 
and backstreet Quietway routes.

Club submits plans for 
60 , 000 -seater stadium 


PLANS for Chelsea Football 
Club’s new 60,000-seater sta¬ 
dium have been submitted to 
council planners. 

Chelsea outlined detailed 
proposals for the new ground 
last week, after months of 
public consultation. The ap¬ 
plication sets out the club’s in¬ 
tention to demolish the 
current 41,600 capacity Stam¬ 
ford Bridge ground in Ful¬ 
ham. 

The Premier League cham¬ 
pions intend to build a larger 
stadium with a club shop, mu¬ 
seum and restaurant/cafe. 

Under the plans submitted 
to Hammersmith and Fulham 
council, new matchday pedes¬ 
trian access would be pro¬ 
vided from Fulham Broadway 
station and Fulham Road. 
Extra vehicular access would 
also be installed via Wans- 
down Place. 

Chelsea have been based at 
Stamford Bridge since the 
club’s foundation in 1905 but 
are now preparing to move

into new premises. It is be¬ 
lieved that the team may relo¬ 
cate to Twickenham or 
Wembley for home fixtures 
while the redevelopment takes 
place. 

Designs for the new sta¬ 
dium, drawn up by architects 
Herzog and de Meuron, were 
submitted by holding com¬ 
pany Fordstam Ltd last Tues¬ 
day (December 1). The 
application, which totals more 
than 200 separate documents, 
will be one of the largest the 
council has ever considered. A 
consultation on the proposals 
will run until January 8. 


Europe endorses obesity initiative 

A PROGRAMME set up to tackle childhood obesity in 
Hammersmith and Fulham has been recognised by Euro¬ 
pean partners. 

The borough council’s scheme is now part of an interna¬ 
tional network of programmes working to help children 
stay in shape. Links to other projects will enable the council 
to benefit from shared knowledge and new research.

council should consider legal 
action to stop the NHS pro¬ 
gramme. 

He said: “At the very core of 
any decent civil society is the 
imperative to ensure that the in¬ 
dividuals and communities who 
make up that society have sus¬ 
tainable access to good quality 
healthcare. 

“The findings of the commis¬ 
sion demonstrate that the re¬ 
forms, both proposed and 
implemented thus far, are 
deeply flawed. Therefore, any 
further implementation is likely 
to exacerbate a deteriorating sit¬ 
uation and should be halted im¬ 
mediately until the measures we 
recommend are carried out.” 

The commission’s report 
concluded that: 

■ there is no up-to-date busi¬ 
ness plan for the programme 

■ public consultation was lim¬ 
ited and inadequate 

■ the £lbn cost of the pro¬ 
gramme is a waste of public re¬ 
sources 

■ important facilities have been 
closed without adequate alter¬ 
native provision 

■ the increasing population of 
north west London has been un¬ 
derestimated.

A spokesperson for NHS 
North West London said the 
programme had already im¬ 
proved access to GPs for more 
than a million people and that 
more services were being of¬ 
fered closer to home. 

“Part of the improvement 
plan includes additional invest¬ 
ment to modernise and increase 
capacity in our hospitals and 
community sites,” the 
spokesperson said. 

“This will help the NHS pro¬ 
vide the best possible care to 
our local communities. 

“These plans, which align 
with the national strategy for 
the NHS, were drawn up by cli¬ 
nicians and were subject to full 


public consultation and reviews 
by independent experts.” 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
council set up the healthcare 
commission last year, alongside 
neighbouring boroughs Ealing, 
Brent and Hounslow. 

Several evidence hearings 
were heard over the last 12 
months, as commissioners 
questioned clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups, NHS trusts and 
health professionals, as well as 
patients and service users. 

It now recommends that the 
council should consider a judi¬ 
cial review if NHS chiefs do not 
stop the programme immedi¬ 
ately. 

Speaking at the report’s 
launch at the Royal Festival 
Hall on Wednesday, the leader 
of Hammersmith and Fulham 
council Stephen Cowan said: 
“Today’s report from Michael 
Mansfield QC is a watershed 
moment. 

“Rigorous, thorough, de¬ 
tailed and rightly independent, 
the review provides indis¬ 
putable evidence that these 
changes to local health services 
are badly planned, hugely 
costly and causing life-threaten¬ 
ing failures in local healthcare. 

“The only sane decision is to 
put a halt to them right now.”

Jail for pair 
behind theft 
of 23 bicycles

TWO men who were involved 
in the theft of 23 bicycles in a 
long-running scam operation 
have been jailed. 

Issa Naijar, 26, of Aisgill Avenue 
in Fulham, and Tariq Hasi, 24, of 
Cambridge Grove in Hammer¬ 
smith, were sentenced last month. 

The pair targeted online sellers 
by arranging to purchase their bicy¬ 
cles and agreeing to meet in person. 

At the meeting Naijar or Hasi 
would ask to take the bike for a test 
ride, leaving behind a laptop bag 
containing old books. Met investi¬ 
gators say the total value of the 
stolen bikes was around £60,000. 

The men were arrested in March 
last year by West Midlands Police 
after being stopped in a van con¬ 
taining high-value cycle frames and 
parts. The items were identified as 
being stolen from victims in Hert¬ 
fordshire and Surrey. 

Further investigations found that 
Naijar and Hasi had been involved 
in 17 cases in London and another 
nine in surrounding areas. 


Detective Chief Inspector John 
Oldham, of the Roads and Trans¬ 
port Policing Command, said: 
“These men were organised crimi¬ 
nals who were involved in a large- 
scale conspiracy to steal bicycles 
from people selling them online. 

“We are determined to bring 
cycle thieves to justice and by dis¬ 
rupting large-scale cri min al activity 
like this, we can continue to reduce 
cycle theft across London.” 

The two men were charged with 
conspiracy to steal in December 
last year and sentenced at Isleworth 
Crown Court on Monday, Novem¬ 
ber 16. Naijar was given two years 
and three months in prison, while 
Hasi received a two-year sentence. 

Steve Burton, director of en¬ 
forcement and on-street enforce¬ 
ment at Transport for London, said: 
“Tackling cycle theft plays an im¬ 
portant part in achieving the 
mayor’s ambition to get more peo¬ 
ple cycling. 

“We, alongside our policing 
partners, are committed to improv¬ 
ing cycle security in the capital and 
will push for the toughest penalties 
possible for those caught stealing.”

Transport bosses accelerate 
plans to reduce traffic jams

NEW measures are being 
introduced in a bid to min¬ 
imise disruption on Lon¬ 
don’s roads while major 
work to improve the net¬ 
work continues. 

The Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson MP, tasked Transport 
for London with developing 
new ways to ease congestion 
while they transform the capi¬ 
tal’s roads through the £4billion 
Road Modernisation Plan. 

Last week he visited TfL’s 
Traffic Control Centre to see 
for himself the work that is 
keeping the capital’s roads 
moving. The innovations in¬ 
clude: 

■ Trials of new technology - 

for the first time on the TfL 
road network a new generation 
of digital road signs will pro¬ 
vide people with real-time in¬ 
formation on journeys using 
major routes into London. 

The signs will initially be tri¬ 
alled ontheA12,A13 andA40. 
TfL is also trialling a new oper¬ 
ating system of temporary traf¬ 
fic lights that can be remotely 
controlled from TfL’s traffic 
control centre. This will mean 
the phasing of traffic lights can 
be changed quickly and effi¬ 
ciently by staff at the control 
centre to improve traffic flow 
and cut delays through road¬ 
work areas. 

■ A London 2012 Games- 
style 24/7 communication 
campaign - each day TfL 
keeps its 450,000 @tfltraffic- 
news followers and website 
users up-to-date with the very 
latest traffic information and 
the calendar of works being 
carried out so people can plan 
ahead. 

Now four years old, the ac¬ 
count is one of the most follow¬ 
ers traffic news accounts in the 
world, with more followers 
than all Highways England 
travel feeds combined. The 
website has also recently been 
updated with a rainbow-board 
to alert people to delays on key 
arterial roads, as well as have 
detailed maps with anticipated 
disruption for the coming 
months, particularly during 
peak hours. 

The predicted traffic impact 
of works is also clearly high¬ 
lighted to residents and busi¬ 
nesses through maps and 
leaflets, while companies can 
search on a postcode-by-post- 
code basis to ensure that any 
potential delays are factored 
into their planning of deliver¬ 
ies. 

■ Expanding the use of road 
junction technology, includ¬ 
ing the world-leading ‘Split 
Cycle Offset Optimisation 
Technique’ (SCOOT) to opti¬ 
mise traffic light timings in 
outer London. 

The introduction of SCOOT 
has proven to reduce delays by 


up to 12 per cent at each junc¬ 
tion where it has been installed. 
By May 2016, almost 4,000 
sites will be using this technol¬ 
ogy across London - double the 
number since the Mayor came 
to power in May 2008. By 
2018, more than three-quarters 
of London’s 6000 junctions 
will be upgraded with SCOOT, 
helping to manage and reduce 
congestion. 

■ Working with sat-nav 
companies the Mayor and 
TfL are encouraging firms to 
take advantage of the latest 
technology by using TfL’s ex¬ 
tensive data feeds to update sat- 
navs so motorists can be 
provided with real-time TfL in¬ 
formation as they drive, ensur¬ 
ing they can take the most 
appropriate routes. 

These pioneering measures 
are being developed to accom¬ 
pany existing ongoing work to 
ease congestion, including: 

■ Dynamically managing 
London's road network 
using the 24/7 traffic control 
centre - the team manages 
traffic 24 hour a day, utilising 
state of the art technology to 
ensure junctions and routes are 
managed effectively in real¬ 
time. 

■ Managing incidents and 
congestion hot spots 
through the Roads Policing 
Units - targeted police en¬ 
forcement is carried out at the 
busiest locations and known 
hotspots to boost safety for all 
road users and reduce delays. 

■ Working with the freight 
industry to retime deliveries 
to avoid the busiest times - 
an online road impact tool al¬ 
lows freight operators to see 
works up to 12 months ahead to 
understand the impact for each 
set of works. With 90 per cent 
of goods moved around Lon¬ 
don by road, TfL also continues 
to provide tailored advice to 


boroughs, operators, businesses 
and others to help them re-time 
deliveries to occur outside the 
peak times of 07:00-13:00 or 
routing them away from the 
busiest locations. 

■ A 'Lane Rental scheme' 
which targets roadworks at 
the busiest locations and 
busiest times. It is already 
seeing over 90 per cent of work 
carried out during quieter peri¬ 
ods - massively reducing dis¬ 
ruption. 

All surplus money raised 
through the Lane Rental 
scheme is reinvested into meas¬ 
ures to further reduce the dis¬ 
ruption. These include the trials 
of the temporary traffic signals 
announced today, new Auto¬ 
matic Roadwork Monitoring 
cameras to allow TfL to better 
determine whether work is tak¬ 
ing place and better use of rapid 
cure reinstatement materials to 
help reopen roads quicker, sig-

nificantly reducing traffic dis¬ 
ruption. 

Mr Johnson said: “Each day 
80 per cent of trips in the capi¬ 
tal take place on the roads and 
TfL is pulling out all the stops 
to help make those journeys as 
efficient as they can be. A 
growing population and a 
strong economy mean that 
keeping pace with the rising ex¬ 
pectations of all road users in a 
great city like ours is always 


going to be a challenge. 

“However, with the biggest 
investment in a generation and 
making savvy use of new tech¬ 
nology we’re working to de¬ 
liver a more intelligent network 
that works better for everyone. 
Tackling congestion is a key 
part of the plan to improve the 
efficiency, safety and reliability 
of the roads. This will in turn 
help us to deliver world class 
urban realm, better cycling and 
pedestrian facilities and ensur¬ 
ing that our road network is fit 
for purpose in the 21st cen¬ 
tury.” 

With improvement works 
planned until 2021/22, TfLsays 
that its Road Modernisation 
Plan includes hundreds of proj¬ 
ects to improve the streets as 
the capital grows in size. 

It says: “Across London, im¬ 
provements are being delivered 
day and night as new cycle 
routes are created, traffic sig¬ 
nals, pavements and highways 
are upgraded; new public 
spaces are made; and junctions 
are re-designed to make them 
safer.” 

The current phase of im¬ 
provements has hit the half way 
point, and with the summer pe¬ 
riod now over Londoners are 
being thanked for their contin¬ 
ued patience with more work 
due to start. 

Benefits of the work are al¬ 
ready being delivered with the 
radical redesign of the northern 
Elephant & Castle roundabout 
to a new peninsula with two- 
way traffic; and segregated 
cycle superhighways , with im¬ 
proved junctions, to separate 
cyclists from traffic on Vaux- 
hall Bridge and Whitechapel. 
Further projects include major 
refurbishment work to the 
Hammersmith Flyover, Fore 
Street Tunnel and Chiswick 
Bridge. 

In the coming weeks, major 


improvement work will begin 
to redesign Stockwell Gyratory 
with segregated cycle lanes and 
more public space; and deliver 
pedestrian improvements and 
public space at Bow Round¬ 
about. 

By summer 2016 work on 
both substantially segregated 
East-West and North-South 
Cycle Superhighways will be 
completed, as well as the major 
redesign of junctions such as 
Stockwell, Oval and Apex 
Junction in Shoreditch to make 
them safer for pedestrians and 
cyclists. 

TfL is also looking at long¬ 
term measures to tackle road 
congestion in the coming 
decades. In January, it will host 
an extensive exhibition outlin¬ 
ing the latest plans for strategic 
measures to tackle congestion 
and cleaning London’s air. This 
will include plans for new tun¬ 
nels and fly-unders that open 
new areas up for redevelop¬ 
ment, as well as measures to 
help keep freight deliveries 
serving the capital while also 
reducing congestion at peak- 
times. 

Garrett Emmerson, Chief 
Operating Officer of Surface 
Transport at TfL, said: “When 
we began work to deliver these 
improvements earlier this year, 
we promised to do everything 
possible to keep London work¬ 
ing and moving. Work is al¬ 
ready completed on Chiswick 
Bridge, the Hammersmith Fly¬ 
over and the first sections of the 
North-South Cycle Superhigh¬ 
way will be opening in the next 
few weeks. But there is a lot 
more to do yet, and we’re ask¬ 
ing all road users to bear with 
us whilst we complete these 
important projects. 

“Just as we did during the 
London 2012 Games, we’re 
working around the clock to in¬ 
novate, plan and co-ordinate all 
our work to best manage the 
road network. By providing ac¬ 
curate, timely and detailed in¬ 
formation to all, we’ll continue 
to ensure Londoners, busi¬ 
nesses and road users can plan 
ahead to avoid the hotspots and 
minimise disruption.” 

To help Londoners plan for 
the delivery of the Road Mod¬ 
ernisation Plan, TfL has under¬ 
taken a massive programme of 
communication and stake¬ 
holder engagement, designed to 
provide everyone affected with 
the detailed information they 
need - including maps, leaflets 
and online resources - to plan 
their journeys and avoid delays. 
Businesses can also search on a 
postcode-by-postcode basis to 
ensure that any potential delays 
are factored into delivery route 
planning.

Museum bid’s 
legal victory 

THE French government has lost 
a High Court action it brought in 
an attempt to block the founder 
of Foxtons estate agents from 
completing the building of a 
West London mega-basement he 
intends to turn into a museum for 
his collection of vintage cars. 

It is reported that Jon Hunt 
and his wife have already started 
work at their Grade II listed 
mansion at 10, Kensington Palace 
Gardens - the former Soviet 
Mission which is next door to the 
French embassy in Kensington. 

According to the Planning 
Resource website, they were first 
granted planning permission and 
listed building consent in 2008, 
and a smaller scheme was given 
listed building consent in 2010. 

In 2011, the freehold owners 
Crown Estates granted a limited 
licence to allow certain works of 
excavation to go ahead. 

At a recent hearing before a 
judge at the High Court, the 
French government challenged 
the validity of certificates of 
lawfulness granted by the Royal 
Borough of Kensington and 
Chelsea last April to allow 
completion of the property 
tycoon's project. 

Mr Robert Griffiths QC, 
appearing for the French 
authorities, had argued that the 
listed building and lawful 
development certificates were 
both flawed for a number of 
reasons and should be quashed. 

But last month Mr Justice 
Holgate, sitting in London, 
announced that he had 
dismissed the application to 
quash the certificates. 

Paul Brown QC, for the Hunts, 
told the judge at the hearing of 
the case earlier in November: 
"They are acting lawfully. They 
have permission." 

The French authorities had 
taken legal action, he said, 
because "they don't want (Mr 
Hunt) to complete the 
basement". 

Night Tube 
negotiations 

TALKS between union leaders 
and Transport for London bosses 
are under way in a bid to resolve 
issues blocking progress with the 
Night Tube. 

London Underground bosses 
are reported to have said they 
would recruit part-time staff to 
help with the proposed Night 
Tube shifts along with pay 
changes. 

The updated offer included an 
extension of the three-year pay 
rise offer to four years. 

All staff on the NightTube 
lines, Victoria, Central, Northern, 
Piccadilly and Jubilee, were also 
reported to have been offered an 
additional £500 bonus. 

Memorial 
for victims 

A GARDEN space created in 
memory of the victims of 
domestic violence is now open 
on the Lillington and Longmoore 
Gardens Estate in Pimlico. 

Councillor Nickie Aiken, who 
declared the poignant feature 
officially open, said: "In 
September we launched the 
ground-breaking Angelou 
Partnership.This partnership 
brings together nine 
organisations - from FGM 
specialists, to domestic abuse 
services for the BME and LBBT 
community under one service."

Alzheimer’s trial seeks volunteers 


A TRIAL into a promising treatment 
for Alzheimer’s disease is looking for 
participants in London. 

The drug, called liraglutide, is al¬ 
ready used for the treatment of diabetes 
and has shown promising results in lab¬ 
oratory tests for Alzheimer’s and in a 
small preliminary study in people with 
the condition. The trial is funded by a 
number of organisations, including 
Alzheimer’s Society and Imperial Col¬ 
lege, with support from other charities, 
pharmaceutical companies and the 
NHS. 

Evidence suggests that there is a 
strong link between type 2 diabetes and 
development of Alzheimer’s disease. 


Diabetes occurs when cells in the body 
cannot properly process a sugar known 
as glucose. It is thought that in 
Alzheimer’s disease, brain cells cannot 
use glucose properly, which may stop 
the cells from being able to function. 

Volunteers in the trial will take the 
drug liraglutide or a placebo drug for a 
year. The researchers will use a variety 
of brain scans and memory tests to see 
the effect of liraglutide on the brain 
function and memory. 

The current treatments available for 
Alzheimer’s alleviate the symptoms for 
a while but do not treat the underlying 
causes of the disease. It’s been over a 
decade since the last Alzheimer’s treat¬ 


ment was approved for use. The advan¬ 
tage of testing an already-licensed drug 
as a dementia treatment is that the drug 
has already passed many of the re¬ 
quired safety tests. This means that if 
the drug is shown to benefit people af¬ 
fected by dementia, it can be brought to 
those who need it sooner. 

The trial is being led by Dr Paul Edi¬ 
son of Imperial College London. 

He said: “We are asking people who 
have mild Alzheimer’s disease to take 
part in this trial to find out whether li¬ 
raglutide has any effect on the condi¬ 
tion. Volunteering to take part in trials 
is a vital aspect of research and we very 
much appreciate the time and effort that 


our participants have put into this study 
already. The more people that take part, 
the quicker we will understand the po¬ 
tential effects that this drug may have 
on Alzheimer’s disease.”

Bridge project 
seeks backers 

LONDON could get a £90 million 
bridge over the River Thames 
between Canary Wharf and 
Rotherhithe - if the scheme can 
attract sufficient investment. 

Reports say it will be designed by 
reFrorm Architects and will have a 
central span of 184 metres, with 
ramps rising from each bank. Plans 
include building two five-metre-wide 
decks to provide separate routes for 
pedestrians and cyclists. 

Nik Randall of reForm Architects, 
said: "Our work has demonstrated 
that whilst other opening bridge 
types present problems for this 
location, it is possible to design a 
bridge that meets these challenges 
with an elegant, welcoming and 
unique structure. 

"Our design [will respond to the 
significance of its setting], creating 
an internationally recognisable 
landmark. Its unique and elegant 
form and operation will become an 
attraction for visitors. It will enhance 
the views along and across the 
Thames, providing scale and interest 
in the way that the ships on the river 
itself do." 

London Mayor Boris Johnson is 
reported to have tweeted that he 
"loves the scheme". 

The architects are now looking for 
private investors for their project. 

Big idea for an 
advent calendar 

CHRISTMAS shoppers and excited 
children will have no excuse for 
losing track of time in the countdown 
to the big day in West London - a 
giant advent calendar on an LED 
screen at Marble Arch will tell them 
exactly how many days there are left 
to go. 

The calendar, believed to be the 
biggest in Europe, links the retail 
district of Oxford Street with the 
Winter Wonderland attraction in 
Hyde Park. It has been set up thanks 
to a partnership between 
Westminster City Council and hi-tech 
giants Samsung. 

The landmark feature will also 
display a New Year countdown 
following the Christmas countdown. 

Cllr Robert Davis, deputy leader of 
Westminster City Council, said: 
"Westminster loves Christmas - and 
the millions of people that come to 
the city do as well. 

"We have fairs in Leicester Square, 
lights on Oxford Street and our 
world-famous Norwegian Spruce in 
Trafalgar Square - so we wanted to 
extend the festive cheer even further 
by hosting an advent calendar at 
Marble Arch. 

"It is an exciting project and we 
hope residents, businesses and 
visitors enjoy the display." 

Lifeboat crew 
rescues rowers 

A LIFEBOAT crew rescued two rowers 
from the River Thames after their 
boat capsized last week. 

Reports said the pair were tipped 
into the water when one of their oars 
struck a navigation buoy near Strand 
on the Green on Tuesday morning, 
December 1. 

A resident spotted the oarsmen 
and dialled 999. The coastguard sent 
Chiswick RNLI lifeboat crew to the 
scene. The two men were able to get 
to the riverbank and the RNLI team 
arrived minutes later and gave them 
blankets. The four-person volunteer 
crew included actress Holly Jackson 
Walters who was a drama student at 
Goldsmiths College, where one of 
the rescued rowers is a student. 

The team also recovered the craft 
onto the lifeboat and returned the 
scullers and their rowing boat back 
to Putney Town Rowing Club.

I N January we are mak¬ 
ing a second round of 
grant funds available as 
part of the Community 
Grants programme to small 
community organisations to 
celebrate the culture and 
heritage of the area, support 
a diverse range of local tal¬ 
ent, improve community 
health and well-being and 
increase economic well¬ 
being. 

This investment is in addi¬ 
tion to the tens of thousands of 
pounds we distributed earlier 
this year, building on our com¬ 
mitment to supporting local or¬ 
ganisations, projects and 
people to thrive. 

This year we’re offering 
grants of up to £2,500 each to 
small community organisations 
in the Royal Borough of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea. 

Grant making has always 
been an important part of our 
work at Westway Trust and one 
we plan to expand in the com¬ 
ing years. 

The vast majority of our 
funding for grant making 
comes from the rent we get 
from commercial tenants on the 
estate. 

A portion of that rental in¬ 
come is then distributed to an 
incredible collection of local 
organisations and charities. 

The talent and potential of 
the local community is obvious 
to anyone who spends any time 


here and often what’s needed is 
simply some funding to help 
that potential to be realised. 
Many of the grants we made 
last year are already bearing 
fruit. 

Young black women trained 
in dance and choreography are 
given a platform to showcase 
their own original works by 
one of the organisations we 
made a grant to last year. 

Another is running art 
classes for children, including 
in carnival costume making 
and photography, serving the 
community’s heritage and cap¬ 
turing the life and personalities 
of the area. A film from the 
Baraka Community Associa¬ 
tion is allowing young people 
from a refugee background, 
and their parents, to tell their 
stories to each other and to oth¬ 
ers. 

Other projects are enabling 
people to engage with commu¬ 
nity activities they may other¬ 
wise be unable to access. One 
is encouraging men and women 
with depression to get involved 
in physical activity. Another is 
celebrating the International 
Year of Disabled People by 
showcasing the work of local 
disabled artists. 

To reduce isolation of some 
ethnic minority women in the 
community a project is remov¬ 
ing barriers to fitness facilities. 
A community festival uses art, 
craft and workshops provided 
by local people to connect peo¬ 
ple with mental health services. 

Intermission Youth Theatre, 
based at a local church, has al¬ 
ready had great success making 
use of a grant from Westway 
Trust. 

It gives young people an op¬ 


portunity to create their own 
versions of Shakespeare plays. 

The project not only gives 
those involved a showcase for 
their talents through profes¬ 
sional runs of the plays they 
produce but also makes Shake¬ 
speare’s work more relevant to 
other young people in the area. 

Their latest production, Rise 
and Fall, a reworking of Julius 
Caesar, has been receiving 
rave reviews from audiences, 
with one saying it was “refresh¬ 
ing to see young aspiring actors 
from this generation making a 
difference” and another saying 
“I understood more about the 
play in two hours than at 
school.” 

We appreciate that our con¬ 
tribution is relatively small and 
that the organisations and proj¬ 
ects we support already do a 
fantastic job at providing op¬ 
portunities for people. 

Nevertheless, we are proud 
to play our part in providing an 
extra funding boost, particu¬ 
larly in these austere times, to 
help organisations and projects 
to reach and provide opportuni¬ 
ties to even more people. 

The window for applications 
for the next round of funding is 
open in January and I hope that 
once again we are able to sup¬ 
port a variety of projects.

In the following round we 
hope to introduce a bigger 
funding pot and larger grants to 
support longer term projects 
and new cultural events that 
harness the heritage, creativity 
and diversity of the area.

A NEW personal concierge business 
that promises to deliver busy London¬ 
ers anything from anywhere within 
central London has had customers 
making £30,000 orders with the ‘I want 
it now’ service. 

Others are ordering Henchman’s 
team to fetch them 99p cheeseburgers. 

Henchman has a team of drivers 
based across the capital who promise 
they can collect any item - from exclu¬ 
sive restaurant dishes to fast food, from 
alcohol to last minute gifts, from con¬ 
cert tickets and emergency make-up to 
dry cleaning - and deliver to wherever 
they are required. 

All orders are made through the app 
or online, and can be placed seven days 
a week, from 8am until midnight, and 
lam on Fridays and Saturdays. 

The service costs between £1.99 and 
£5.99, depending on where the order is 
from, plus 10 per cent of the value of 
whatever’s ordered - and there is no 
minimum order. 

And the delivery drivers themselves 
are set to become a focal point on Lon¬ 
don’s streets, as each wears full uni¬ 
form of striking black jacket, shirt and 
red tie - and always removes his helmet 
before making the delivery. The bikes, 
meanwhile, feature distinctive Hench¬ 
man wings at the back. 

Henchman has been trialling in parts 


of the capital over recent months - and 
its founders have been amazed at the 
varied uses customers are coming up 
with. 

Co-founder and chief executive 
Ryan Perera said: “We say we can de¬ 
liver anything, and we look forward to 
our customers putting that challenge to 
the test. My favourite deliveries so far 
include a fridge, which we delivered 
within 60 minutes of the order coming 


in, cinema popcorn to people holding a 
movie night with friends at home, and 
more than a few hangover cures in the 
shape of beroccas, lemsips and chicken 
soups. 

“We even had someone use Hench¬ 
man on a sunny day whilst sitting in a 
restaurant in the City - the sun was 
shining in his eyes so he ordered a pair 
of Ray Bans that we delivered to his 
hands before his second pint.

Rogue skin 
creams alert 

THOUSANDS of image-conscious 
Londoners are risking their lives by 
continuing to use banned skin 
lightening creams that can seriously 
damage organs and cause cancer, 
according to London Trading 
Standards. 

The capital's trading standards' 
association - which works with 33 
local authorities - has renewed its 
health warnings to both the public 
and local traders about the damage 
such products can cause. 

Steve Playle, from London 
Trading Standards, said:"Our teams 
have seized thousands of illegal 
products this year from hair and 
beauty salons and shops, 
highlighting the scale of the 
problem. Many of these products 
contain dangerously high levels of 
hydroquinone, mercury or steroids 
which can result in a host of 
problems from skin thinning and 
discoloration to organ damage and 
even cancer. 

"It is an offence to distribute 
cosmetics which have not been 
tested and registered by their 
manufacturer or importer. These 
traders are not only playing with the 
lives of their customers, but they 
also face prosecution, fines of up to 
£20,000 and even the possibility of 
jail. Most of them know what they 
are doing is wrong as they hide the 
products under the counter or in 
stock cupboards." 

In the past month, traders in 
Enfield and Southwark have been 
successfully prosecuted, with one 
receiving a suspended jail sentence 
and both being ordered to pay 
thousands of pounds in costs and 
fines. A number of other 
prosecutions are imminent. 

The Cosmetic Product 
Enforcement Regulations 2013 
make it an offence to distribute 
non-approved cosmetics. Traders 
are advised by London Trading 
Standards to check their stock has 
the required labelling, including an 
ingredients' list, EU name and 
address plus batch number.

The queen of the forest, 
from Norway with love 


THE countdown to Christmas in 
London has well and truly 
started - with the raising of the 
world’s most famous Christmas 
tree in Trafalgar Square. 

Each year since 1947, the 25- 
metre tree has been given to the 
people of London from the peo¬ 
ple of Norway in gratitude for 
Britain’s support for Norway 
during the Second World War. 

For people right across Lon¬ 
don and the UK, the Christmas 
tree and carol singing in Trafal¬ 
gar Square signal that the count¬ 
down to Christmas has begun. 

This year’s Norwegian 
Spruce is 55 years old and was 
carefully chosen as a future 
Trafalgar tree 25 years ago, 
earning its nickname “the queen 
of the forest”. 

It was cut down in November 
in the forests surrounding Oslo 
by the Lord Mayor of Westmin¬ 
ster and the mayor of Oslo. The 
tree then embarked on a 1,000- 
mile journey across the North 
Sea to central London. It was 
raised off the back of its truck

using an hydraulic crane and 
then decorated in traditional 
Norwegian fashion, with 300m 
of lights - amounting to almost 
770 energy-efficient light bulbs. 

The tree was officially illumi¬ 
nated on Thursday, December 3. 
The Lord Mayor of Westminster 
hosted the ceremony with spe¬ 
cial guests including the mayor 
of Oslo and Norwegian and 


British ambassadors, and the 
Deputy Mayor of London, 
Roger Evans. 

Norwegian soprano Ann- 
Helen Moen sang Silent Night 
and the Children’s Voices Choir 
and the Choir of St Martins-in 
the-Fields also performed, with 
music provided by the Regent 
Hall Band of the Salvation 
Army. Three children from St 
Clement Danes Primary School 
read The Secret Song of the 
Tree, a poem by Ian McMillan 
grown from the ideas, images 
and lines of London primary 
schoolchildren. The event cul¬ 
minated in the switching on of 
the lights by Her Highness 
Princess Astrid of Norway to 
press the button. 

The Lord Mayor of Westmin¬ 
ster, Councillor Christabel 
Flight, said: “I would like to 
thank the people of Oslo for this 
remarkable tree. As well as 
being a wonderful festive occa¬ 
sion, this is a great opportunity 
to celebrate 68 years of our part¬ 
nership with Norway.”

PRINCE Harry reportedly told 
ITV chiefs that he was nervous

Cell, cell, cell... 
Prince receives 
jailhouse shock 

THE Prince of Wales is facing a problem over 
one of his properties with an unusual “cell by” 
date - Dartmoor Prison, owned by the Duchy of 
Cornwall, is to close. 

The notorious granite institution, leased to Her 
Majesty’s Prison Service at a rent of £1.2 milli on 
a year, is to end its long history as one of 
Britain’s most infamous jails. 

The prison, which opened in 1809, is to cease 
to be because the Ministry of Justice has given 
notice that it will not renew the lease as part of a 
Government programme to incarcerate villains 
in more modern jails. Although the lease does 
not run out until 2024, the closure presents a 
problem for the Duchy as the prison at Prince- 
town provides jobs for around 300 people. 

Now the Duchy will have to consider an alter¬ 
native use - possibly knocking down the prison 
and redeveloping the site as homes on the lines 
of the Prince of Wales’s model village at Pound- 
bury, just outside Dorchester, or converting the 
building into a hotel. 

Although the building currently sleeps 641, it 
is believed that a major - and costly - moderni¬ 
sation would have to be done before many of the 
2.4 million tourists who visit the moor each year 
could be persuaded to check in, despite the vast 
number of bars. 

However, Dartmoor may have a future as a 
hostel. Developers in Holland and Sweden have 
successfully converted old prisons into cheap ac¬ 
commodation for backpackers. Another option 
is the example of Malmaison in Oxford, where 
the 95-room former jail in the city’s Castle Quar¬ 
ter now operates as a chic hotel with rooms from 
£120 a night.

boys a free hand of what they 
wanted him to play instead.

Kicking off the show, White¬ 
hall said Harry is one of his he¬ 
roes, adding: “He may only be a 
prince but when it comes to ban¬ 
ter, all hail the king.” 

He added Harry was the kind 
of man who, if his friend passed 
out drunk, he would say: “Stand 
back, I’ve got this. You get a 
Sharpie. You take out a camera 
phone. You hand me that razor. 
Those eyebrows are coming with 
me.” 

He also quipped that in honour 
of Harry they would turn the 
venue into a nightclub after the 
show and at one point Whitehall 
looked up at the Royal Box and 
said: “It was a tequila you or¬ 
dered wasn’t it, your Royal 
Highness?” 

Whitehall also told the crowd: 
“His Royal Highness has quite a 
few fans back there. I don’t want 
to mention any names ... ahem 
Kylie Minogue ... ahem ... Ricky 
Martin.” 

Whitehall, who went to the 
same school as Harry’s sister-in- 
law, the Duchess of Cambridge, 
has used his links to Kate and 
Marlborough College in his past 
performances, telling of his 
mother’s disappointment that he 
failed to marry the former Miss 
Middleton. 

Having greeted Harry after the 
show, Whitehall said: “He said 
that’s the first and last time he’s 
going to laugh at me. I went in 
for the handshake and he pulled 
the other way.”

versity of St Andrews she stud¬ 
ied photography on a module 
that required at least 300 hours’ 
work on the course. 

Second, unlike a celebrity or 
Press photographer, her picture 
subjects know her well and are 
therefore relaxed when she is 
taking their photographs. And 
thirdly, the more of Kate’s pho¬ 
tographs that the palace can re¬ 
lease, the less likely 
newspapers and magazines - in 
particular foreign magazines - 
will be to use pictures snapped 
by the paparazzi, who are 
known to so greatly irritate the 
Royal Family. 

Interestingly, as one might 
think they would be against the 
idea as it could lose them work, 
professional photographers are 
all for Kate taking the official 
press shots of her family and 
have showered praise on her 
recent portraits of Prince 
George and Princess Charlotte. 

“Kate’s charming photos 
prove that she has alternative 
career options at her disposal,” 
said commercial photographer 
Liron Samuels, whose enthusi¬ 
asm for her “eye” was backed 
by The Sun’s royal photogra¬ 
pher Arthur Edwards. 

The Daily Telegraph’s pic¬ 
ture editor Matthew Fearn, 
added: “The Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge has a passion for pho¬ 
tography and she has shot four 
beautiful photographs of 
Prince George and Princess 
Charlotte. The Duchess is to be 
commended on producing such 
a lovely set of portraits which 
will, I imagine, give great joy 
to both members of the Royal 
Family and the wider public.” 

Fearn praised the Duchess’s 
skill in using a fairly wide 
aperture to give a narrow depth 
of field “that deliberately 
throws the background out of 
focus”. The lighting, added the 
Telegraph’s expert, was “tech¬ 
nically excellent”. 

Professional child photogra¬ 
pher Glenda Tarling has also 
praised Kate’s earlier pictures 
of her children, commending 
them as “beautiful and very 
natural, and that’s what most of 
my clients are really interested 
in right now. She has 
definitely used 
technique so 


that the foreground becomes 
sharper.” 

However, the Duchess is not 
the only one with “the eye” at 
the palace. The Queen has long 
been an enthusiastic photogra¬ 
pher, as is the Duke of York - 
who published a 160-page 


THE Duchess of Cam¬ 
bridge is set for a new 
royal role - as the monar¬ 
chy’s official “monkey”. 

Palace aides are believed to 
be considering whether prop¬ 
erly-trained Kate should take 
all, or at least many, of the 
royal family’s photographs fol¬ 
lowing wide professional ac¬ 
claim for the high standard of 
her recent pictures of her chil¬ 
dren. 

Experts say she could easily 
step into the shoes of the late 
Patrick Lichfield, the earl and 
cousin of The Queen who was 
renowned for his official royal 
portraits. 

Lord Lichfield, who took the 
formal pictures at the wedding 
of Prince William’s parents, 
died in 2005 and ever since the 
royal family has had to rely on 
photographs by celebrity or 
Press Association snappers for 
special occasions when a pro¬ 
fessional picture is issued. 

Although Buckingham 
Palace will have picture ap¬ 
proval rights on any photo¬ 
graph made public, the 
drawback is that due to the 
copyright laws the photogra¬ 
pher owns the pictures - unless 
the royals operate a system 
popular with many 
celebrities of expen¬ 
sively buying the 
copyright. 

But the prob¬ 
lem of how to 
keep royal 
photographs 
“in house” 
could be 
solved if Kate 
becomes the 
palace “mon¬ 
key” - a term 
used by Fleet Street 
veterans to describe newspaper 
staff photographers. 

The term is widely believed 
outside newspaper circles to be 
pejorative, but it is in fact af¬ 
fectionately used, although its 
derivation has long been a mat¬ 
ter of dispute. 

Daily Mirror photographer 
Andrew Stenning claimed the 
term came from photographers 
following Prince Charles on 
foreign royal trips in the Sev¬ 
enties and Eighties, when they 
had a habit of climbing up trees 
to get a better shot. Charles 
was annoyed about this and is 
said to have once given a 
packet of peanuts to some re¬ 
porters with the comment

“here’s some nuts for your 
monkey friends”. 

However, former Daily Star 
lensman Ciaran Donnelly said 
it came from Belfast during the 
Troubles. When Belfast pho¬ 
tographer Cyril Cain was being 
asked about a story, his col¬ 
league, Mirror reporter Joe 
Gorrod, chipped in to say that 
if anyone wanted to know 
about the details they “should 
talk to the organ grinder not to 
the monkey”. 


Whatever 
the origin, the 
Duchess could 
now be the royals’ “staff’ 
snapper because of the quality 
of her work. 

There are considerable ad¬ 
vantages to the idea. First, 
Catherine is already trained for 
the job - as part of her MA in 
the History of Art at the Uni¬ 


book of his own pictures in 
1985. And for more royal photo¬ 
graphs check out the Royal Col¬ 
lection, which houses 450,000 
pictures in the Round Tower at 
Windsor Castle. 

“These photographs were ac¬ 
quired by British monarchs, 
their consorts and other mem¬ 
bers of the Royal Family from 
1842 to the present day. They 
consist of portraits of royalty 
from Britain, Europe and be¬ 
yond; portraits of celebrities and 
statesmen and photographs 
taken by members of the Royal 
Family,” said a spokesman. 

“Queen Victoria and Prince 


Albert laid the foundations of 
the collection during the 1840s. 
Queen Victoria was particularly 
keen to acquire portraits of peo¬ 
ple from all walks of life but 
Queen Alexandra, consort of 
King Edward VII, was the most 
celebrated royal photographer of 
her time. 

“Her photograph albums are 
unique personal diaries, provid¬ 
ing a fascinating insight into the 
lives of the royal families of Eu¬ 
rope from the 1880s to the First 
World War. With her camera she 
recorded her friends and family, 
and the places she visited on her 
extensive travel.”

Ailing BBC puts on brave face for holiday viewing 


Auntie’s Christmas tonic

T HIS week’s celebrity is an 
old bird currently facing 
the threat of euthanasia on 
her 90th birthday next year. 

Which is a shame, because of all the 
stars of British showbusiness - world 
showbiz, even - she was once the 
brightest, the cleverest and the most 
adored. She was the benchmark, the 
standard to which all others aspired and 
she knew everybody; kings, queens, 
idols and icons, they all flocked to be 
her darling. 

But now she is some pathetic sort of 
Miss Havisham of the 21st century; 
withered, faded and patched up in her 
tattered old best - and it hasn’t helped 
her reputation much that John Cleese 
recently said that he wouldn’t touch her 
with a bargepole. 

We call her “Auntie”. It’s an affec¬ 
tionate term for someone who is in¬ 
creasingly becoming so derided and 
indeed, per Cleese, seemingly-detested, 
but as with any old aunt who goes 
around the twist, our condemnation of 
her irritating ways is tempered by fond 
memories of when she was fab and fun. 

And she was once. Once we would 
look forward to Christmas with Auntie 
with glee and eager anticipation. Once 
she would make our Christmas, she 
was its highlight, bedazzling and amus¬ 
ing us as we sat amid the piles of torn 
wrapping paper passing Matchmakers 
and Twiglets, our eyes never leaving 
her face as we lapped up the succession 
of enchanting spells that she cast. 

But no more. Last Christmas, the 
best that she could do was to attract just 
over seven and a half million of us to 
pay attention to her wittering away in 
the corner. And that best Christmas Day 
rating was for a show called Mrs 
Brown’s Boys, a cod-Irish and deeply- 
embarrassing drag act sit-com which 
has also been called “the worst comedy 
ever made” [The Guardian ] and “lazy, 
end of the pier trash”. 

The TV critic Paul English, who 
made that last damning assessment for 
the Scottish Daily Record, continued: 
“One half-hour of this actually made 
me angry. Angry that the BBC seem to 
be abandoning quality in the pursuit of 
lowest common denominator ratings.” 

And there is the rub, “abandoning 
quality”. Auntie used to be quality. Like 
those other great institutions of ours, 
The Queen and The Beatles, she was 
only ever associated with the very best, 
the toppermost of the uppermost, and 
in her heyday - when Eric Morecambe 
and Ernie Wise would draw as many as 
28 million viewers, half of the entire 
nation, to one of their Christmas spe¬ 
cials - the puerile likes of Mrs Brown’s 
Boys wouldn’t have got a look in. 

Clearly the BBC is well aware of the 
embarrassment of her current run-down 
state, which is why that it is not until 
the 710th word of its 1,133-word press 
release exhorting BBCl’s “outstanding 
range of distinctive programmes” for 
Christmas that it can bring itself to even 
mention Mrs Brown’s Boys. 

Even though it knows that MB’sB is 
likely to top its festive ratings for the 
third year running, promotionally it 
swiftly sweeps it under the carpet with 
the same discomfiture as Chuck Berry 
fans hide away the fact that the king of 
rock and roll’s riffs had his biggest hit 
with My Ding A’Ling. 


As with all of us Cinderellas who 
can no longer afford to dazzle at the 
ball, the BBC’s problem is a lack of 
money. While it may attempt to defend 
itself vigorously against the growing 
complaints of “there’s nothing on!” the 
fact remains that with its £145.50 li¬ 
cence fee frozen until 2020 and con¬ 
trolled by a Government fetishistic of 
the advantages of private over public, 
it has very little cash left in the coffee 
jar for buying new frocks. 

And the ignominy of its poverty is 
made all the worse by the coming of its 
big anniversary next year. 2016 marks 
the 90th year since the inauguration of 


the British Broadcasting Corporation, 
which largely became an institution be¬ 
cause the General Strike of 1926 tem¬ 
porarily closed all of the newspapers 
and so the public turned to the wireless 
as their primary source of information 
during the crisis. 

But instead of facing a gala year, 
Auntie is having to cower behind a 
make-do-and-mend schedule of repeats 
and the cheap-to-make programming 
that is reality TV whilst a major star 
like John Cleese damns it from high 
heaven. 

Cleese was a favourite son of the 
BBC to the bone; from The Frost Re¬ 


port to Monty Python to Fawlty Tow¬ 
ers, it was through the BBC that his 
comedy genius was enabled to shine. 

But now the star whose pioneering 
wit helped shape the glory days of the 
Corporation says, “there’s no way I 
want to work in TV, especially at the 
BBC. I have a nasty feeling a large pro¬ 
portion of the commissioning editors 
have no idea what they’re doing.” 

With another bite at the hand that 
once fed him, Cleese says that aside 
from watching some sports fixture, 
when it comes to TV viewing these 
days, his default position is “I pick up 
a book as a reflex”. 

An old friend of mine, a producer 
who is also a big mate of Cleese and 
who has been responsible for five of 
the BBC’s most successful and longest- 
running comedy series, each one of 
them a veritable legend of British tele¬ 
vision, shares the Python-founder’s de¬ 
spair. 

“It’s absolutely dreadful at the BBC 
these days, the commissioning editors 
don’t have a clue what the public wants 
and if I was to go to them now with the 
idea for [name of one of his massively - 
successful shows here] there is no way 
that they would even commission it,” 
said the pal whose name and pro¬ 
grammes I won’t identify because I 
don’t want to queer what little remains 
of his pitch. 

“One of the problems is that nobody 
at the Beeb has any daring about them, 
they are too cowed to try to be ground¬ 
breaking any more and so we get these 
daft variations on a safe theme, weak 
variants of Bake Off or everything hav¬ 
ing to be C grade celebrity-led, because 
they cannot imagine anything better. 

“But the trouble with that is that the 
BBC’s traditional audience, which has 
grown up with these ground-breaking 
programmes, sees right through that 
fob off and consequently it switches 
off.” 

The BBC will argue that its old au¬ 
dience is switching over, rather than 
off, to the alternative entertainments - 
computer games, many more other TV 
channels available, etc. 

And whilst it is undeniably a fact 
that many of these alternatives are now 
hugely popular - the release of the 
Grand Theft Auto 5 game took just 
three Guinness record-setting days to 
notch up sales exceeding $1 million - 
the key question is: have these alterna¬ 
tives become disproportionately popu¬ 
lar because the traditional 
entertainment of television is no longer 
sufficiently entertaining? 

Of course tastes have changed in re¬ 
cent decades, but popular culture has 
not changed so fundamentally as to 
alone account for the plummet from 
Morecambe and Wise’s audience of 28 
million to Mrs Brown’s 7.6 million. 

However, with a face braver than 
Joan of Arc at the stake, the BBC is 
bouncily still promising us a winter 
wonderland of, how can I describe it... 
um... stuff. 

Its press release begins: “From 
bringing to life the characters of 
Charles Dickens’ iconic stories in Dick¬ 
ensian, Stickman and David Walliams’ 
Billionaire Boy, to performances of 
Carmen and Andrea Chenier from the 
Royal Opera House, comedy from John 
Bishop, Russell Howard and Detec- 
torists or to family favourites such as 
Strictly Come Dancing, Still Open All 
Hours and Sports Personality of the 


Year, BBC Television has something 
for everyone this Christmas.” 

The BBC is defiantly chipper. Mark 
Linsey, who goes under the title of Act¬ 
ing Director of BBC Television, which 
confusingly does not explain whether 
he is a drama coach or a stand-in boss, 
is effervescent. 

“Christmas is a time for coming to¬ 
gether and I’m thrilled that, as ever, the 
BBC has a fantastic line up of family 
favourites and new shows for all to 
enjoy,” fizzes Linsey. 

“Across the channels, we have an 
outstanding range of distinctive pro¬ 
grammes that display our commitment 
to bringing viewers the very best in am¬ 
bitious, quality television. 2015 is set 
to be our best yet.” 

Although, as a former PR, I’m well 
aware that “set to be” is the WD40 of 
optimism, enabling one to play with all 
manner of accuracy, “our best yet” is a 
bit of a stiff claim, how will they man¬ 
age that? 

Apparently, besides the spirit of ho 
ho ho in Albert Square - that most 
lugubrious of festive locations - being 
“set to be one of the most explosive yet, 
families at war will lead to tragedy and 
the worlds of some Walford residents 
will come crashing down around them” 
- BBC1 is banking on swinging “the 
best yet” via a trinity of drama aimed 
largely the ladies. 

First up will be a Christmas special 
of Call The Midwife, the superbly- 
scripted, acted and designed example 
of BBC drama at its finest and in this 
episode Nonnatus House of 1960 “is 
rocked when Sister Monica Joan goes 
missing”. 

Next comes the man of the year, the 
crush of millions of fans who strangely 
delight in calling themselves “Cumber- 
bitches”, in which their Benedict re¬ 
turns as Sherlock in The Abominable 
Bride. 

And then there is And Then There 
Were None, a new adaptation of Agatha 
Christie’s crime novel in which the 
glistening body that made scything and 
lust such a Sunday night event earlier 
this year returns - not as Ross Poldark 
but as Philip Lombard, a murderous 
mercenary described by the salacity-in¬ 
citing Aidan Turner as “heinous and 
horrible and nasty, amoral and selfish 
and everything that Ross isn’t”. 

Although the BBC’s promotion ma¬ 
terial does not mention whether Lom¬ 
bard just happens to do any of that 
gratuitous stripping which made 
Poldark such a blatant sex object, read¬ 
ers of Christie’s book know that he 
does get shot on a beach, so presum¬ 
ably there’s scope there for him to get 
a cossie on and thus induce zillions of 
women to rush for a cold shower as the 
ratings rocket towards “our best yet”. 

Let’s hope so. Let’s hope that the 
Poldark horse is the outsider that 
trounces the rubbish of Mrs Brown’s 
Boys in the ratings this Christmas and 
re-establishes Auntie at 90 to her old 
magnificence. 

She needs the boost, for it is no se¬ 
cret that the knives of Westminster are 
drawn for her and although some in the 
Government may believe that it is time 
to put the old bird down by selling her 
off entirely to private programme-mak¬ 
ers, the output of Channel 5 is evidence 
of the sheer folly that would be and of 
the great loss to us all.

Don’t let it 
be wasted 
says Hugh

C AMPAIGNING TV 
chef Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall is 
unashamedly bullish about 
his frugal approach to food. 

“I haven’t got any recipes for 
completely mouldy lemons that 
have gone blue, but if it’s mouldy 
at one end, then I’ll cut that end off 
and use the other half,” says Hugh 
Fearnley-Whittingstall, being quite 
serious. 

This is, after all, a man who was 
once nicknamed “Hugh Fear- 
lessly-Eatsitall” and his latest 
book, Love Your Leftovers, sets out 
to get everyone else doing the 
same. 

The 50-year-old celebrity chef, 
famed for his River Cottage series 
and books, is horrified at the 
amount of food and leftovers we 
chuck in the bin, and sees odds and 
ends as “a really legitimate source 
of ingredients”. 

“More than half the meals I put 
together incorporate something 
from a previous meal, or some¬ 
thing that’s knocking around or 
needs eating up, that’s wagging its 
finger at me saying, ‘If you don’t 
eat me soon I’ll be on the com¬ 
post’. 

“This is something that’s very 
ingrained in me, but talking to oth¬ 
ers, it’s something people don’t al¬ 
ways have a lot of confidence 
around,” he says, explaining the 
drive behind the book. 

“There’s a lot we can do to get 
the best out of our ingredients, 
throw less away, to save money 
and address what is amounting to 
a major environmental problem, 
and we can all do our bit. But it 
doesn’t have to be done out of a

sense of guilty conscience, it can 
be done with a great sense of joy 
and excitement, because - here’s 
the real crux of it - I’ve always 
found the dishes I spin out of left¬ 
overs to be the most satisfying and 
delicious.” 

From salvaged greens and left¬ 


over lamb transformed into a shep¬ 
herd’s pie, the Old Etonian does 
also include recipes for crispy fish 
skeletons (which he admits is 
going “out on a limb”) and potato 
peel soup. 

“You can actually spin a really 
original and delicious little snack 
from a mackerel skeleton and a lit¬ 
tle bit of spice from the cupboard,” 
he buzzes, adding: “And potato 
peel soup is an absolute revela¬ 
tion!” 

Apparently it tastes like the liq¬ 
uidised skin of a baked potato, 
packed with “an earthy, almost 
mushroomy, umami flavour”. 

Feamley-Whittingstall’s obses¬ 
sion with leftovers is just one of 
the many strands of food waste he 
abhors. In 2010, his Fish Fight 
campaign successfully fought 
“crazy EU laws” that allowed 50 
per cent of caught, edible fish to be 
thrown back overboard, dead, and 
now he’s getting on the case of or¬ 
dinary shoppers and supermarkets. 

“Between a quarter and a third 
of the food we produce is thrown 


away, and we bear responsibility 
for about half of that at home,” he 
explains, while the other half is the 
responsibility of the big retailers. 

“It’s to do with their incredibly 
strict cosmetic standards and big 
piles of food accumulating at the 
farms, not because the farmers 
want to throw it away, but because 
the supermarket said, ‘That car¬ 
rot’s not straight enough’.” 

His recent BBC series, Hugh s 
War On Waste, set out to challenge 
people and companies to radically 
reduce the amount of food waste 
they produce. 

“Food waste is a solvable prob¬ 
lem. We just need to be a bit smart 
about how we address that, and if 
we’re going to demand that of the 
supermarkets - and I think we 
should - we also have to be ready 
to do our bit.” 

Being based in Devon, his fam¬ 
ily rarely gets takeout (unless it’s 
from “an incredibly good pizza 
place in Honiton” that does “deli¬ 
cious sourdough”), but Fearnley- 
Whittingstall himself is keen on 
keeping up with foodie street mar¬ 
kets (“It’s interesting how street 
food is really becoming so diverse 
and exciting”). 

Regardless of the options avail¬ 
able, for this foodie, organic, 
home-grown produce will always 
be his ideal. 

“Even if I’ve been cooking to 
camera all day,” he explains, 
“when I get home, for me, the way 
to relax is still to see what’s in the 
fridge, grab a couple of things 
from the garden and improvise the 
meal - albeit with a glass of wine 
in my hand.” 

So, if your fridge is overflowing 
with odds and ends, before chuck¬ 
ing them in the bin, have a go at 
one of the recipes from Feamley- 
Whittingstall’s new book.

Root vegetable 
risotto 


Serves four 

W INTER root vegetables make a great 
colourful risotto to serve at a dinner party 
as a starter or a vegetarian main course. 
You can use any seasonal vegetables you want for 
this. Even add some diced green cabbage. 

1 medium onion, peeled, halved and finely 

chopped 

ltbsp of olive oil 

200g carnaroli rice 

1 large carrot, trimmed, peeled and cut into 
rough 1 cm dice 

1 medium turnip, trimmed, peeled and cut into 
rough 1 cm dice 

1 small or half a swede, trimmed, peeled and 
cut into rough 1 cm dice 
1 small parsnip, trimmed, peeled and cut into 
rough 1 cm dice 

l-1.21trs hot vegetable stock, or a couple good 
quality stock cubes dissolved in that amount of 
water 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 
2tbsp chopped parsley 
60g butter 

80g freshly grated parmesan 

Melt the butter in a heavy pan and gently cook the 
onion for a couple minutes until soft. Add the rice, 
stirring it well with a wooden spoon over a low heat 
for a minute. 

Gradually add the hot stock a little at a time for 5 
minutes, stirring constantly and ensuring that each 
addition has been fully absorbed before adding the 
next. 

Root vegetable risotto is perfect for a dinner party 
as a starter or a vegetarian main course (Jason Lowe) 
Add the vegetables, season and continue adding 
the stock and cooking in the same way until the rice 
is soft, but retains a bit of bite. The risotto should be 
quite moist at this stage, neither too dry nor too wet. 
Add the parsley and butter and stir in half of the 
parmesan. Correct the seasoning and add more stock 
if necessary. Serve immediately, with the rest of the 
parmesan served separately. 

The day or morning before, you can half-cook 
your risotto then tip it on to a tray to cool down, re¬ 
frigerate it then when you are ready to serve it sim¬ 
ply transfer it back into a pan and continue where 
you left off.

A S a big fan of off- 
the-cuff humour 
and a self con¬ 
fessed musical theatre fa¬ 
natic, Showstopper! The 
Improvised Musical 
sounded like it was proba¬ 
bly going to be a winner, 
but I had no idea just how 
exceptional this show 
could be, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

The team from the 90s im¬ 
provisation TV show Whose 
Line is it Anyway played a very 
successful run at the Adelphi 
Theatre back in the summer - 
which proved there is still an 
appetite for this style of anar¬ 
chic entertainment. Josie 
Lawrence and co often paro¬ 
died musicals over the years, 
but the idea of being able to 
sustain both the humour and the 
ardour for the duration of an en¬ 
tire musical still sounded like a 
mammoth task, and to do a 
West End run, well that was ei¬ 
ther going to be foolhardy or 
the stuff of legend. 

The premise of the show is 
that a narrator-cum-master of 
ceremonies first invites the au¬ 
dience to suggest plots, styles 
and settings for the actors to 
portray as a full-scale musical 
for the evening. 

On this particular night, it 
was suggested that the show 
would be set on an allotment, 
with the hotly contested village 
fete about to take place. Enti¬ 
tled, A Marrow Escape, what 
then ensued was, I’m pleased to 
say, pure genius. 

With a Romeo and Juliet 
style plot, the rival families 
made up of the six cast mem¬ 
bers performed an all singing 
all dancing musical feast, with 
styles ranging from the Rocky 
Horror Show to a wonderfully 
performed piece of opera and 
everything in between. 

At points, the made-up dia¬ 
logue was so funny I thought I 
might fall off my seat and with 
some really catchy melodies, 
provided in conjunction with 
the astonishingly talented band, 
I was in musical theatre fanatic 
heaven. 

I watched the show in its 
final week at the Apollo, and 
was delighted to hear that I will 
get another opportunity to ex¬ 
perience this unique produc¬ 
tion, as it has been announced 
that Showstopper! The Impro¬ 
vised Musical is being ex¬ 
tended, with a transfer to the 
Lyric Theatre, Shaftesbury Av¬ 
enue, for just 10 more perform¬ 
ances between February 15 and 
July 25. Don’t forget, the amaz¬ 
ing thing about this production 
is that you will actually see a 
different show each time you 
visit!

The Tiger Who Came To Tea live 

T HE Tiger Who Came To Tea 
is a much loved story and for 
many has become a fable 
passed down through generations 
of families since it was first pub¬ 
lished in 1968. 

The book has been lovingly 
recreated into a musical play by 
David Wood and has once again 
taken up residence in the Lyric The¬ 
atre this Christmas. The production 
has been previously Olivier nomi¬ 
nated and is likely to be a popular 
addition to the West End for many 
families hoping to give their chil¬ 
dren their first taste of theatre this 
year. 

The story follows Sophie and her 
family, who are enjoying a regular 
day until a very unusual visitor 
graces their humble abode and 
brings with him a large appetite and 
a big helping of mayhem. 

Abby Norman plays Sophie, a 
sweet little girl who along with her 
mum (Stephanie Summers) invites 
the big cat to join them, only to find 
the creature eats them out of house 
and home. 


The tiger is very much the star of 
the show, and although the per¬ 
formance up until his entrance is 
charming and reasonably engaging, 
once the top cat arrives, you can 
feel the energy in the auditorium 
ramp up a notch. It’s a shame we 
don’t get to hear his voice as you 
would if the show was true to the 
original story, but Benjamin Wells 
as the tiger enthrals with his danc¬ 
ing and mime and with the show’s 
target audience being pre-schoolers 
and their families, perhaps actions 
speak louder than words. 

For me personally, the running 
time of 55 minutes with no interval 
is a bit long, and so I would assume 
an infant would find the same, par¬ 
ticularly when the tiger is not on 
stage. There are some really nice 
bits of audience interaction, but 
once the tiger leaves, the show 
needs to wind up, and I feel there 
isn’t any added benefit of more 
songs and a drawn out ending.

Innovation is not made to measure 


Desperate Measures * 

PERHAPS basing a new 
musical on one of 
Shakespeare’s so-called 

problem plays wasn’t such a 
good idea, writes Nicky 
Sweetland. 

In fact, owing to the subject 
matter, you could say it was “ill 
conceived”. Desperate 

Measures, based on Measure 
for Measure, sadly proves that 
you can’t always improve a 
story by adding music and a bit 
of a contemporary twist. 

The show, which is playing 
at the Jermyn Street Theatre, 
falls very short in terms of a 
professional production and 
although the young cast shows 


some promise, it feels at all 
times like a mediocre school 
play. 

Set in 1960s London, the 
musical poses the question of 
what society may have been 
like had the free love revolution 
been nipped in the bud before it 
gathered pace, and instead the 
government had imposed a 
moral crackdown outlawing sex 
out of wedlock. 

A pop star, a nun, a zealot 
deputy prime minister and lots 
of ladies of the night could 
make for a speedy and amusing 
farce but the script, music and 
direction are just far too 
contrived and the production 
clunky and slow. That’s not to 
say it is all bad and the show 


markedly improves in act two, 
mostly due to Ellie Nunn, 
daughter of acclaimed theatrical 
director Sir Trevor Nunn, 
gaining more stage time and 
proving there is obviously real 
acting talent in her genes. 

There are also a few nice 
ensemble numbers with some 
good choreography and the 
musical accompaniment is 
sympathetic but with sound 
levels another issue, the solo 
voices are often overpowered. 

With original new musicals 
so few and far between, it’s 
important to experiment with 
different stories and settings, 
but perhaps a play that doesn’t 
fit happily into genre is not a 
wise choice as a starting point.

The panto season is upon us and 
theatre critic Nicky Sweetland will 
join the audiences to see as many 
shows as she can (oh yes she is!) 


Cinderella 

Lyric Hammersmith *** 

I ’VE seen a lot of pan¬ 
tomimes over the 
years. In fact last year I 
had seen 13 productions by 
the end of the season, and 
although there is still a lot 
of snobbery about the 
genre, with the right for¬ 
mulae, a panto can make 
for a fabulously entertain¬ 
ing show to rival the 
biggest West End block¬ 
busters. 

The key elements are that it 
needs to be funny for both 
adults and children, have great 
characters, good music and 
must never forget that there is a 
story to be told. 

Over the coming weeks I 
will once again be venturing 
into the world of panto and I 
started this year’s marathon 
with Cinderella at the Lyric 
Hammersmith. 

The Lyric is well known for 
its Christmas productions and 
over the years has gained an en¬ 
viable reputation for cool and 
contemporary takes on some of 
the classic fairy tales. This 
year’s show is no different, 
with the fable of the downtrod¬ 
den stepdaughter having been 
given a trendy lift by up and 
coming playwright Tom Wells. 

There are no glass slippers 
for this feisty Cinders, played 
with real aplomb by Krystal 
Dockery, who instead dons a 
pair of spangly converse train¬ 


ers to go to the ball. Krystal is 
a former ensemble member 
who has made the jump to lead 
cast and proves she is more 
than up to it with her energy 
and sparkle. 

Her Prince Charming is an¬ 
other Lyric alumni, Karl 
Queensborough, whose inno¬ 
cent and urban portrayal is 
adorable. He also shows a real 
vocal aptitude, both when per¬ 
forming solo and when singing 
a lovely duet with Krystal. 

These aren’t the only memo¬ 
rable songs but there could re¬ 
ally do with being a few more 
musical interludes, especially 
for the very underused ensem¬ 
ble and with a talent like Sam 
Buttery in the cast it feels a 
shame he is not utilised further. 

Buttery, who is best known 
for being a contestant on 
BBCl’s The Voice, plays But¬ 
tons and when he finally gets 
his chance to shine, shows his 
vocal prowess with a mes¬ 
merising finale. He teams up 
with the Ugly Sisters, Booty 
and Licious (Matt Sutton and 
Peter Caulfield) for some of the 
comedy elements, including the 
obligatory slop scene, which 
unfortunately felt a bit under¬ 
rehearsed and lacked the slick 
timing that would make it fun¬ 
nier. 

Not your regular pantomime 
dames, the Ugly Sisters are ac¬ 
tually a bit more like a couple 
of uncouth blokes. They have a 
good rapport, both with each 
other and with the audience, 
but some of the humour aimed 
at the adults feels a bit tasteless,

which means they come across 
as just too unsophisticated. 

The same cannot be said, 
however, of the dazzling Sarah 
Crowe, who plays the evil step¬ 
mother with a perfect dose of 
acid wit and a measure of diva- 
ish flair. 

The show as a whole is both 
beautifully costumed and de¬ 
signed and the magical trans¬ 
formation scene to close act 
one is truly stunning. 

With its unique local nu¬ 
ances, I’m sure Cinderella will 
be another hit with the patrons 
of the Lyric Hammersmith.

IN the last month bookies haven't had a 
clue where to turn next in assessing who 
will become the new manager of Fulham. 

As LWN went to press, former 
Southampton boss Stuart Gray was the latest 
name being strongly linked with the vacancy 
inSW6. Stuart who? 

Even though he was sacked by Whites' 
Championship rivals Sheffield Wednesday 
last June, out of work Gray had been cut to 
even money favourite to succeed Kit Symons 
with both Sky Bet and Bet Victor.

Key county cricket dates 


■ YOU know summer is just 
around the corner when the 
English domestic cricket 
fixtures are announced. 

Before the Harrods Christmas 
hamper has been opened and with the 
Oxford Street lights still twinkling, 
supporters of our two local county 
sides, Middlesex and Surrey, can 
begin planning their 2016 itinerary. 

The first London derby of the season 
will see newly-promoted Surrey host 
rivals Middlesex in the County 
Championship at the Kia Oval from 
Sunday, May 15 to Wednesday, May 
18, with the return fixture at Lord’s 
running from Thursday, August 5 to 
Sunday, August 7. 

Middlesex will entertain Surrey at 
Lord’s in the NatWest T20 Blast 
towards the end of the group phase, 
on Thursday July 21. 

Following a three-day match against 
Oxford MCCU at the Parks, starting 
on Monday, April, 11, Middlesex will 
kick off their 2016 season with a 
home County Championship match 
against Warwickshire at Lord’s, 
starting on Sunday, April 17. 

In the NatWest T20 Blast, 

Middlesex open on Friday, May 27 
with a home match against Hampshire 
at Uxbridge Sports Club. Lord’s will 
host four Blast group matches, all on 
Thursday nights under floodlights, 
with the first taking place against 
Sussex on Thursday, June 16. 

Their first 50-over Royal London 
One-Day Cup tie will be at home 
against Hampshire at Radlett CC on 


Tuesday, June 7. The other three home 
fixtures will be played at Lord’s. 

Middlesex’s final fixture of the 2016 
season will be a County 
Championship match against 
defending champions Yorkshire at 
Lord’s, starting on Tuesday, 

September 20. 

■ SURREY will begin their 2016 
campaign with a visit to Trent 
Bridge to play Nottinghamshire on 
Sunday, April 10.

Paul Lagan 
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Jose: ‘Players 
must do better’

J UST when Jose Mourinho was 
thinking he had turned the corner 
on a desperate season, newly- 
promoted AFC Bournemouth came to 
Stamford Bridge and slapped him in the 
face with a three-points smash and grab 
raid that would make a bank robber 
proud. 

The inability to score at least one goal from an 
incredible 44 crosses into the victors’ penalty area 
spoke volumes of the team’s lack of goal-scoring 
prowess. 

But, in public at least, Mourinho is refusing to ask 
the board to sanction a raid in the January transfer 
market. 

Andre Griezmann remains a priority, and while the 
Atletico Madrid hit man was earmarked as a 
£25million summer target, that timetable could be 
thrown out the window. 

Mourinho savaged his strike force of Diego Costa 
and Loic Remy and when asked about on-loan striker

Radamel Falcao, he visibly bristled with frustration. 

Attempting to explain the inconsistency of the team 
in general and in individual terms, he said: “There are 
unlucky details, if you want to be honest, you will 
realise you are always unlucky in the details of the 
game. 

Inconsistency 

“There are big details, such as one penalty that is not 
given. And one goal that is offside that decides the 
game. We are always unlucky in these details. But a 
part of the inconsistency is to do with individual 
inconsistency. And with some players, you don’t know 
when they are performing really well and when the 
performances are below level, it’s difficult. 

“When you get momentum and good, consecutive 
results, it’s because you have stability in performances. 
This has a big relation with individual performances 



and we had a couple 
against Bournemouth, 
where you need more and 
expect more from them. 

And they don’t give 
enough. 

“We have good strikers 
in Diego and Loic Remy. 

They have proved last ^ m 
season that they could score the goals that the team 
needs. I don’t speak about Radamel Falcao, as he is 
injured. But the reality is that this season, they are not 
scoring enough goals for us." 

Mourinho has written off Falcao’s availability for 
next Monday night’s tricky trip to surprise Premier 
League leaders Leicester City: “He is injured and I 
don’t know how long he will be out. He won’t be fit 
for next week, that’s for sure,” he said. “He is already 
five weeks injured. Add this week, that’s six.” 

Speaking ahead of this week’s final Champions 
League group game against Porto at The Bridge, 
Mourinho refuses to go cap in hand to ask Chelsea’s 
football board to bring in any new players in the 
January transfer window. 

“No, I feel that we don’t have the right to ask the 
club for players. We started the season with this squad. 
We have to do better. The players have to do better. 



Focus on Craven Cottage

Floundering Fulham on slide 


F LOUNDERING, rudderless Fulham are in 
urgent need of the kind of instant boost 
only a new manager can provide if they 
are to halt their slide down the table. 

In their three league games since manager Kit 
Symons was fired on November 8, Whites 
managed 1-1 draws at lowly Milton Keynes 
Dons and at home to Preston North End and 
have now been thumped 3-0 at Nottingham 
Forest. All three opponents are in the bottom 
half of the Championship table. 

Fulham are there, too, having dropped to 
16th, just six points clear of the relegation zone, 
and without a win in their last five. 

Under Symons, even when they lost they 
usually entertained in games overflowing with 
chances and goals. But now they are losing or 
drawing and struggling to score, managing 
only five in the last five matches, while 
conceding 14 from the same run of winless 
fixtures. 

With no sign of a permanent replacement for 
Symons being unveiled as LWN went to press, 
the last thing a managerless club needs is a visit 
from its in-form local rivals. 

Brentford will arrive at Craven Cottage on 


Saturday off the back of a run that has seen 
them lose just one of their last nine league 
games. 

Of course, caretaker head coach Peter Grant 
tried to put a positive spin on defeat at the City 
Ground, where Forest central defender Matt 
Mills headed goals from corners either side of a 
strike from Chris O'Grady. 

Can't defend set-plays 

"The way we played we were excellent for big 
periods of the game," said Grant. "But it's the old 
Achilles'heel - if you can't defend a set-play, 
then you're going to have trouble in this 
division, because this division's built on set- 
plays. 

The loss could have been heavier but the 
crossbar denied Mills a hat-trick of headers in 
time added on. At the other end, Ross 
McCormack and recalled centre-forward Matt 
Smith had good chances denied by Forest 
keeper Dorus deVries. 

Grant went on: "I thought today, apart from 
the set-plays, we defended ever so well, we 
created chances and moved the ball as well as 


anybody I've seen in this division - and I've seen 
a lot of games in this division this season. 

"Our two central midfield players (Scott Parker 
and Jamie O'Hara) dominated the game. We 
had to take Scotty off with a slight tightness in 
his legs just because of a lack of games." 

However, many Fulham fans don't share 
Grant's estimation of Parker's worth. At 35, the 
former England and Chelsea player is clearly 
way beyond his sell-by date, his ageing legs are 
creaking and his contribution to the goals tally 
is negligible. 

Then again, there are much younger players 
than Parker in the Fulham first team who are 
falling way short of the required standard, too. 
There's nothing like instability off the pitch to 
damage morale in the dressing room. 

Grant added: "I've been chuffed to be part of 
it but I do hope this is my last game. I know that 
Mike (Rigg) and the chairman are working 
diligently to bring someone in." 

Four weeks - and counting - without a 
manager is too long. And with every passing 
lack-lustre performance the new incumbent's 
task will become even harder as the pressure to 
get results mounts. 


This week at 
STAMFORD BRIDGE 


This is more about the players doing better than for the 
club to go to the market. 

“People must take responsibility. I think the club is 
all of us - we are all the club, the owner and the board. 
They are not responsible for the bad moment, that is 
mine and the players’ responsibility.” 

Asked if he still had the board's confidence, his reply 
was a short and sweet “yes”. 

Mourinho had hoped that the open Premier League 
title race might have given his beleaguered side the 
scope to mount a charge for a top four spot - 
something he now dismisses. Blues had hoped to enter 
the chase for a Champions League slot but the 
manager is now reassessing their ability to finish in 
the top four. 

“Before the game on Saturday, I was thinking we 
could finish in the top four - everybody was dropping 
points. Only Leicester City is being consistent in 
victories. They keep winning and winning. Every 
other team . . . the top ones too are dropping points. 
It’s difficult to get consecutive victories. 

“I was feeling that we could go into a period like 
that. And I am really disappointed with the result, not 
the performance. The performance in the second half, 
especially, was good. 

“So I say, let’s think about winning the next game 
and forget targets. Because to fix targets in this 
moment, with our inconsistency, is difficult.” 

On Saturday’s 1-0 home defeat by Bournemouth, he 
said: “We had enough chances. More than chances, we 
had a lot of half-chances too. And we couldn’t touch 
the ball, which is disappointing. 

“All these crosses from the right side. Not long 
crosses, short crosses. Ivanovic, Pedro and Willian - 
with these crosses you have to touch the ball in the 
face of the goal, and not give any chance to the 
goalkeeper. 

“The only time we had a contact with the ball (in the 
penalty area) was the (Nemanja) Matic one, where it 
was difficult for him, with the mask he was wearing. 
It was also difficult, as the cross was fast and it was 
difficult for him to react - to give direction to the ball. 

“But the other ones, the crosses short and low crosses 
- nah, if you are in the box, you have to attack the ball 
and touch it, so these are big chances that do not go 
into the statistics of the game, because there is not a 
real shot on target. But these are real chances to score. 

“In the first half against Bournemouth we were a bit 
passive and did not press enough. We were not intense 
enough with or without the ball to cause our opponents 
problems. 

“In the second half, we did that. And in our best 
period, when everybody was waiting for us to score, 
they go there and score. 

“We should have had a penalty when Simon Francis 
handled the ball and they were offside when they 
scored. But the referee made a mistake and the 
linesman made another mistake. That’s football.”
